Upon being questioned as to the am ount of re­ 
duction the new schedule would make between 
various points in the interior, he replied that 
the reduction upon tickets from Sacramento to 
leading places would probably he as follows: 
To Marysville, reduced from 82 10 to 81 60; to 
Teham a, from $1 40 to 83 35: to Red Bluff, from 
$1 90 to 83 70: to Redding, from $6 30 to 8-1 75; 
to Auburn, from 81 50 to$t 10; to Colfax, from 
$2 65 to 82 05; to Stockton, from 81 90 to SI 70; 
to Merced, from 84 60 to S3 75: to Fresno, from 
86 80 to $5 40; to Tulare, from Ss 60 to 86 75- to 
Sumner, from 811 10 to 88 60; to Los Angeles, 
from $20 90 to 815. 
In reference to the rates from San Francisco 
to Sacramento. Commissioner Abbott said that 
he had succeeded in persuading the company 
to issue special single tickets via Benicia to Sac­ 
ram ento at 82J5Ó, the present rate being $3. 
"We m ade a big tight about rates in the Sacra­ 
mento valley," said Commissioner Abliott, "and 
succeeded iu getting one quarter of a cent re­ 
duction per mile below w hat the company were 
willing to grant.

THE PROPOSED MARKET PLACE. 


The Improvement Association is a volun­ 
tary organization of Sacramento’s citizens, 
whose public spirit moves them to con­ 
sider plans and advise ways and means for 
the advancement of the community and 
the general welfare of the people. It lalxirs 
without hojieof reward other than such as 
flows from the prosperity of the city. 
W hen it examines carefully and coolly into 
any scheme for public advancement, and 
reaches a definite conclusion after the 
manner of other delil>erative liodies, its 
judgm ent commands respect, and ought to 
have great weight. 
The Association received the projiosition 
of the R ec o k i>-Un io n to widen a portion 
of Í street and establish a public market 
place upon the ground. 
This journal 
pointed out how this may lie done lawfully 
and without injustice to any person, and 
at the same time work the removal of the 
offense known as Chinatown. 
The Asso­ 
ciation approved the suggestion and in­ 
dorsed the method proposed by which four 
most desirable things will lie accomplished 
—provision for a market place, abolition 
of Chinatown, the fillingof the filthy pond 
known as China slough, and the provision 
of space for the laying of several tracks 
tor ears, by which the shipment of fruits 
and produce may he greatly facilitated. 
The Association has now submitted to 
the City Board of Trustees a report, which 
is in the nature of a petition, and which 
asks that the plan Ire carried out. The 
ways ami means are precisely the same em­ 
braced in the original suggestion by the 
R ecord-Union. 
In brief, the plan is to 
declare the space lietween the north line 
of I street, and the alley lietween II and I 
streets, for the distance from Third to Fifth 
streets, necessary lor the uses of the city. 
T he proper officers are then to proceed to 
have the same condemned, and all private 
ownership, under that proceeding, will lie 
compensated according to the true value of 
the property as ascertained in Court. So 
much of the property as can he secured by 
Agreement will, of course, lie exempted 
from the Court proceeding. 
W e publish this moruiug the petition of 
the Association to the Trustees, and invite 
for it careful reading. 
It is an absolute 
necessity that a market-place lie estab­ 
lished. 
It must tie very near the depot, 
ami be opened before another fruit season 
liegins. 
The slough must lie filled, and it 
can be done very much cheaper than has 
been generally supposed.

The necessity to fill the rear half of 
the lots to give them high value, and the 
slight, almost worthless, character of the 
buildings on the tract, render tbispropertv 
niore economic for condemnation than any 
that can lie taken in the business quarter 
"I the city, while their filling for the pur­ 
poses of a market place will work the ab­ 
olition of a nuisance that is a constant 
in unoe to the public health. 
if is estimated tiiat $00,000 will pay for 
the tract and improvements, and fill the 
lots sufficiently for the purposes desired. 
How the money shall he raised is left an 
open question. 
It may he done by direct 
tax, which would not be a burden, when 
the sum to he raised is so small and the 
benefits to How are so great and many. 
It 
may Ik- raised upon certificates of indebt­ 
edness, and which would lie taken prompt­ 
ly, as we have reason to know, and thus 
the cost of the public improvement be dis­ 
tributed over a series of years, and bear­ 
ing reasonable interest. 
But whatever 
method may be deemed wisest, the plan of 
condemnation of the land and its seques­ 
tration for the purposes named ought to 
lie carried out, and that, too, with all the 
.-¡■eed the law’s delays will permit. 


THE SCOPE OF THE INVESTIGATION. 


It is conceded on all hands that the rela­ 
tion between the (¡cutral Pacific Railroad 
and the Government, so far as the bond 
claims are concerned, is that of debtor and 
creditor. 
T he investigating Commission 
had no power, therefore, to go further than 
that relation justifies, nor can the law 
creating it lie construed by any contortions 
to go beyond inquiry into the ability of 
the company to meet its obligations to the 
Government. 
\s the Han Francisco AVtrs 
¡.•Her put it r “ The single, slender and 
only tangible thread upon which the ex­ 
cuse for Messrs. Anderson, Pattison and 
l.ittler's appointment wa> founded, was 
that it might jxissibly lie well to inquire if 
the Pacific railroads at the appointed time 
were likely to lie able to protect the Gov­ 
ernment in the guarantees given in its lie- 
half.’’ 
But if, for the sake of the argu­ 
ment, we go beyond t hi - narrow boundary 
—and which never can he made to justify 
the scope the Commission has attempted 
t ■ give to the inquiry—and consider the 
I hi - i ti< in of the railroad company as a trus­ 
tee called to account bv t he ce-dui que trust, 
in which all ex[ienditures of the income 
ure fortified by vouchers; but that to some 
of them, for lack of detail, there is objec­ 
tion raised; the instant the trustee with­ 
draws them and treats them as cash on 
hand, that moment the inquiry has reached 
it- |ioa»ible limit, and ha- fully attained 
it- lawful end. And this is what liapjiened 
when Governor Stanford said, as he does 
in his reply to the complaint of the Com­ 
mission. 
“ In regard to vouchers referred to on 
the present application, I have already 
-ubinitted my explanation to the CVunmis- 
sion ; and 1 have already stated to them. 


as I have herein before stated, that they j 
shall not be allowed iu anywi-e to injuri­ 
ously affect the interests of the Govern­ 
ment. 
Yet I do not in this connection 
deem it proper to adm it the implication 
of the Commission of anything iuiproi>er 
upon my part because of the form or char­ 
acter of the vouchers, or the failure to ex­ 
plain the same. 
All claims covered by 
those vouchers have received not only the 
approval of the Board of Directors of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company, hut 
likewise the approval of the stockholders 
of that company. 
All parties who could 
in anywise legally or equitably be affected 
by the disbursements embraced in those 
vouchers were fully satisfied therewith and 
have ratified and approved the same." 
On what leg is the Commission left to 
stand in its prowling for something out of 
which ;iolitical demagogues may manufact­ 
ure capital, when the debtor’s right use of 
the security is found to lie established by 
unquestioned vouchers and the cash ?

It will do us 
no sort of harm to mark with fitting cere­ 
monies the passage of the day, and to join 
with our trans-Atlantic Spanish friends in 
affirming the honors to Columbus. 
For­ 
tunately for 'the gratification of the desire 
of Spain, the “ working u p ” of the celebra­ 
tion has been committed to good hands, 
and we have no doubt of the success of the 
enterprise. 
There is every reason for all 
the nations of civilization taking part in 
the pro[»osed ceremonial. 
If the discovery 
of the New World has proved such an in 
estimable blessing to the English-speaking 
people, it has been also of immeasurable 
benefit to all others of the human race. 
If 
the world does not yet realize this fact, the 
American newspaper between this and 
October 12, 1892, will enlighten it. 
Just 
why the fourth centennial should 
lie 
made more of than the third or fifth or 
second is not explained by Spain.

haps, in lieu of a better reason, it comes 
about in an era of “ booms,’’ and will there­ 
fore be in the atmosphere of enthusiasm 
Or, as a facetious Eastern contemporary 
remarks :

GOVERNOR 
BARTLETT. 


It Was with profound regret th at the 
jieople learned yesterday of the fresh 
attack of disease upon Governor Bartlett, 
which places his life in extreme jeopardy. 
Should the assault prove fatal to him it 
will lie sincerely deplored by this commu­ 
nity, where Governor Bartlett, though his 
residence here has been brief, was recog­ 
nized as a man-of high character, and per­ 
sonal traits of firmness and kindliness that 
won him respect and esteem.

He lias played with

low level that it has come to mean, accord­ 
ing to administration interpretation, only 
the distribution of subordinate offices to 
Democrats. Oh ! y es! exclaims Mr. Cleve­ 
land and his Cabinet, we are loyal to 
civil service reform, but then we con­ 
strue it to mean “ Democrats for the com­ 
petitive tests mainly, and Democrats before 
others, anyhow.”

T in: protest of the Socialists against the 
withdrawal of Henry George and his fol­ 
lowing from the course that was leading 
him into the Socialistic fold, proves how 
true was the charge that the Socialists 
recognized the preaching of George to lie 
advocacy of their doctrines. 
11 is formal 
withdrawal, however, does not in the least 
remove the objection to his theories. They 
remain Socialistic and Anarchic. 
Indeed 
we are not certain that the Socialists are 
not justified in their indignation against 
George for preaching a doctrine and not 
having the backbone to stand up to it.

Men have no tim e 
to stop and inquire w hether or not those 
who leveled th e m ountains, bridged the 
valleys and spanned the continent w ith a 
road of iron, m ade a dollar or two m ore 
th an the envious and lean kind of the 
period w ould have liked to have seen them 
m ike. 
It will be deemed sufficient to 
know , and the knowledge will be a source 
of pleasure all round, th at those who 
opened up prosperity to th e most healthful, 
the m ost fertile and th e m ost habitable 
portion of Am erica, participated 
them ­ 
selves in th at prosperity. T he procession 
will go on, and those who do not keep step 
in it will get left or get hurt. 
Messrs. A n­ 
derson, Patterson and L ittler will be for­ 
gotten after they have done service as a 
n ine days' wonder. They m ay be excellent 
old women in the m atter of trundling mops 
in a puddle of their own m aking, but they 
will prove now here against the rising tide 
of prosperity w hich the railroads have pro­ 
duced, and which to-day are sw elling up 
from both the A tlantic arid Pacific shores. 
T he single, slender and only tangible 
thread upon w hich the excuse for Messrs. 
A nderson, Pattison and L itller’s appoint 
m ent was founded, was that it m ight possi­ 
bly be well to inquire if the Pacific rail­ 
roads at the appointed tim e were likely to 
be able to protect the G overnm ent in ’ the 
guarantees it had given in their behalf. 
Ju st that, and nothing m ore. T he railroads 
cheerfully welcomed such an inquirv. and 
placed th eir Directors, their officers and 
their b ioks at the disposal of the Oommis- 
sion, although there was no law to compel 
them to do so.

taken advantage of to inquire into all sorts 
of m atters th at are not germ ane to the es­ 
sential point to he determ ined, nam ely :

W hat are 
those obligations? Since the opening of 
the roads, in 1869, one-half of the earnings 
of the roads for carrying troops, m ails, etc., 
have been reserved by the G overnm ent for 
the paym ent of bonds, and since the pas­ 
sage of the T hurm an Act no less than 25 
per cent, of the net earnings have been re­ 
served for the sam e purpose. 
T hirty years 
have yet to ru n before’ those obligations 
finally accrue. 
It is possible that w ithin 
th at tim e the services rendered will equal 
the obligations incurred, to say nothing of 
the railroads’ then capacity to pay in full. 
W ho shall to-day set bounds to th at capaci­ 
ty ? 
W ho shall declare w hat m ighty re­ 
sults thirty years will bring forth ? W ithin 
th at tim e the nation will have alm ost 
trebled its population, the Pacific coast will 
have quintupled its products, and the debt 
of the railroads will appear a m ere bag­ 
atelle. 
a 
It is said that the railroads should econo­ 
mize, pu t into a sinking fund every dim e 
of their earnings, ignore the throb of en ­ 
terprise and the pulse of tim e; in which 
case we sbauld to-day have only the origi­ 
nal Central Pacific Railroad, and who shall 
say—who in tru th dare s a y - that such a 
condition of affairs would have given the 
Governm ent a better, a safer, or a surer 
guarantee for its final protection than the 
m arvelous enterprises w hich have tapped 
every valley in the State, annexed the ad­ 
joining States and Territories for com m er­ 
cial purposes, conquered Mexico, and ren­ 
dered Canada an ally? 
To talk of these 
great results in the sam e breath w ith the 
puny personalities of Messrs. Pattison, A n­ 
derson and Littler, is to com m it a sacrilege 
upon thought, an assault upon progress, 
and to belittle the great future o f’the rail­ 
roads and of the country. 
T he investiga­ 
tors of to-day m ay serve’W all street’s p u r­ 
poses of the h o u r; they m ay depress stocks; 
they m ay harass and annoy their superiors 
by their brief authority, and, for political 
purposes, they m ay even strive to injure 
one who is near and dear to the dwellers 
on the Pacific coast, but in th at they will 
fail as they will in all else. 
The day of 
railroad antagonism is over. 
Now and 
henceforth our interests lie with the men 
who have developed and are stiil develop­ 
ing this glorious section of the land we 
live in.

C iv il S erv ice E xa m in atio n.—An ex­ 
amination of applicants for the Depart­ 
mental Service at Washington will be held 
in the Supreme Court-room at Sacramento 
on the 2d day ot September.

The Board of Exam 
iners will consist of Postmaster R. D.

should be admitted to the examination 
who does not present a notification signed 
by the Secretary of the Commission, unless 
admitted by the representatives of the 
yommission present. But in case the Com­ 
mission shall give special instructions for 
the admission of those who merely present 
applications tilled out by themselves, their 
examinations will be conditional upon 
their applications being formal or com­ 
pleted in due form.”

A P roposition L ooking to th e A b atem en t 
ot th e C hinese N uisance. 
The Board of City Trustees met at 10 


a. m. yesterday, all the members present. 
The Engineer of the Water Works re­ 
ported 37,130,250 gallons of water pumped 
for the week ending August 21st. 
Trustee Rvati reported 
that Electric 
Light Company, which had been com­ 
plained of, were now furnishing the cur­ 
rent and light their contract called for, 
which was as good as that furnished at 
any time in the past. 
A communication was received from 
sorue property owners in the southeastern 
portion of the city recommending that Y 
and Thi.i. nrst streets be graded,¡graveled, 
shade trees planted along their entire length 
making the same good and attractive drive­ 
ways. The communication was placed on 
file. 
W. A. Anderson appeared before the 
Board on behalf of property owners on K 
street, from Eleventh to Fourteenth, ask­ 
in g s suspension of the proposed improve­ 
ment for one week. 
The property owners 
desire It. S. Carey A Sons, proprietors of 
the street railway, who have a franchise on 
that street, to pay for a portion of this 
work. This the Careys refuse to do. The 
street railroad property in this city is 
worth but little at best. 
They claim that 
the K street line would increase their 
traffic but little if any, and they cannot 
afford to fill in a street for property owners 
in order to be allowed to lay a line of road, 
the effect of which will be an additional 
expense to the company and a boom for 
the property, the owners of which are now 
making a “ kick.” 
The Careys will not do 
any filling. The property owners say they 
will not unless the C'areys assist, and this 
seems to settle the question for K street. 
No more improvements, no new railroad 
line. 
Permission was granted A. F. Goddard 
to erect a pair of platform scales at the new 
hay market. Fifteenth and 1’ streets. This 
privilege is not exclusive. 
A remonstrance to the grading of S street, 
between Ninth and Tenth, was received, 
and further action discontinued. 
A remonstrance protesting against the 
improvement of O street, from Eleventh to 
Twelfth, was referred to the Street Com­ 
missioner. 
Improvements on M street were awarded 
to P. A. Miller a nd James Touhey. 
A PUBLIC MARKET. 
The following communication was read, 
together with the proposed ordinance, and 
both referred to the City Attorney : 
To the Board of Ti lintees of the City of Sacrametiio 
—G e n t l e m e n : The Im provem ent Assoontion—a 
voluntary organization of residents and proper- 
ty-owners of the citv and county of Sacramento 
—formed for the purpose of devising and advo­ 
cating m easures for the advancem ent of cur 
local interests, has had under consideration a 
plan for the establishm ent of a commodious 
public m arket, to be centrally located in the 
city of Sacramento, for the sale and transhijv- 
m eut of fresh fruits and vegetables, wood and 
hay. and all kinds of crude products; and after 
a full discussion of the m atter by a num ber of 
our representative business men, it was the 
unanim ous sense of the meeting th at upon the 
considerations below set forth it was highly ex­ 
pedient that such a m arket should he estab­ 
lished before the advent of another fruit scusou, 
and the undersigned were appointed u com m it­ 
tee to present the m atter to your honorable 
body, together w ith sucli practical suggestions 
as m ight occur to them as to the best plan of 
proceeding. 
The 
expediency of the proi>osed m easure 
rests upon the following considerations 
Sacramento city is the point Iroui which the 
great bulk of fresh fruits and vegetables is 
shipped Eastward by rail. 
Tnis traflie. already of large volume and 
prime importance, is rapidly' increasing. 
There are no adequate m arket facilities for the 
handling and transshipm ent of the fruit and 
vegetables already m arketed here, and tbe want 
of such facilities is a serious draw back »o a 
business which can only be successfully con 
ducted under the most favorable conditions for 
the rapid handling and transfer of a class of 
products peculiarly liable to deterioration from 
delay and rough usage. 
There is no regular wood or hay m arket in ttie 
city convenient for dealers iu or consumers of 
these articles. 
The establishmeui of a convenient and well- 
appointed m arket for fresh fruit and vegetables 
would probably secure to this city a perm anent 
supremacy in tire traflie in thiselassof products. 
Such a m arket would also be a great conven­ 
ience to venders and consumers oi wood and 
all kinds of crude products of agriculture. 
Relying upon a favorable consideration by 
your honorable Board of tiie loregoing sugges­ 
tions. the point next to be considered is the io.a- 
tion of the prtqosed m arket. 
The meeting referred to, after considering this 
joint, arrived at the conclusion that the eight 
ots I renting on the north side of I street, be­ 
tween Third and Fiflh streets, would aflord suf­ 
ficient, and not more than sufficient, space, and 
constituted, all things considered, the most 
eligible location. 
They are centrally located, convenient to the 
railroad depot, and, by reason of the character 
of buildings on the I-street front and the fact 
th at the rear of the lots is under water, can 
probably be acquired at sm aller cost than any 
other property equally w ell suited to the pur­ 
pose. 
There would also be an incidental advantage, 
shared by the entire com m unity, in convening 
this particular piece of ground to th e purposes' 
of a market. 
The standing nuisance of drainage from a 
large num ber of Chinese tenem ents into the 
slough, and the consequent contam ination of 
the water and atmosphere, would he perm a­ 
nently abated, and the unsightly obi ct pre­ 
sented by the rear of those tenem ents to every 
stranger entering the citv would be obliterated, 
it would, perhaps, be tbe beginning of the end 
of all that is most dangerous and offensive in 
our Chinatown. 
It is probable that the only m eans ot acquiring 
this property for tbe purposes specilied will be 
bv proceedings to condem n it for the public use. 
While some of the owners of purcels of the 
tract m ight he willing to part with their inter­ 
ests at tairp riees.it has been ascertained that 
most of the ow ners will refuse to sell on reason­ 
able term-; and although portions ot the ground 
m it tie acquired by voluntary agreements, this 
will net be possible in most instances. 
It is estim ated that the sum of 850,000 w ill lie 
required to pay for the land and improvements, 
uud to fill up tlie rear of the lots sufficiently for 
the purposes of a m arket, and to connect with 
the tilling w hich ts contem plated by the rail­ 
road company on its adjacent property. 
To provide this am ount of money in time to 
pay the sums awarded to the owners in the pro- 
ccedings to condemn will require immediate 
action by your Honorable Board. 
We have no suggestions to offer as to the best 
m ethod ot raising the requisite funds to carry 
out the proposed measure, but assum ing that 
you ividlook with favor upon the object ‘.u view, 
and that the l>est method of raising the money 
will readily suggest itself, we subm it the fob 
lowing points. 
Firs 
Tbe City Trustees are expressly em ­ 
powered by the city charter “To establish and 
regulate m arkets.” (Charter, section 2, par. 15.) 
second—As an agency of the state they may 
exercise the power of em inent dom ain in be­ 
half ot this public use. (C. C .P., Section 1238, 
par. 3.) 
Third—For sucli a purpose they m ay take 
the fee simple oi the land required. 
(C. C. I’., 
Section 1233. par. 1.) 
As prelim inary to the acquisition of this 
land, w hether by voluntary sales or by con­ 
dem nation, it will be necessary to have the 
titles investigated, and for this pur¡>osc a full 
abstract will he required. 
Mr. Buckley in­ 
forms us that the cost of such abstract will l>c 
about $ 
. 
, 
. 
, , 
If funds are available to pay for it, we would 
suggest th a t this abstract be im m ediately o r­ 
dered ami that the ordinance, a draft of which 
is herewith subm itted, be adopted, am i that 
provision tie m ade for raising the said sum of 
850,000. 
These prelim inaries being arranged, 
the necessary proceedings for acquiring the 
land call tie commenced iu tim e to inaugurate 
the m arket by the sum m er of 188s. 
All of which is respectfully subm itted, 
W . H. B e a t t y , 
F r a n k M i u . f r . 
Committee. 
In connection with the above the com­ 
mittee suggests the adoption of tbe follow­ 
ing : 
ORDINANCE NO. — 
The Board of Trustees of the City of sacra­ 
mento ordain as follows : 
Section 1. There shall be established in the 
city of Sacramento a public m arket for the dis­ 
play. sale and traus shipm ent of fruits, veget­ 
ables, wood, hay and all sorts of agricultural 
producLs. to be held and conducted under such 
regulations as mav hereafter be prescribed. 
Section 2.JThe ground nece¿ary 
for said 
m arket and the most con venir nt ideation for the 
same is the space bounded on the north by the 
alley between 11 and I streets of said city; on 
the "south by I street, on the east by Fifth street 
and on the west by Third street, and said space 
is hereby selected for said m arket. 
Section 3. As soon as the ownership of the 
various subdivisions ot said tract can ts1 ascer­ 
tained it shall be the duty of the City Attorney 
to institute the necessary proceedings for the 
condem nation of so m uch thereof as has not 
lieen secured to the city by voluntary agree­ 
m ent of t lie owners. 
Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect 
from and after its passage.

OUR BEST SOCIETY. 


Good B oob* P lace AH In tellectu a lly on a 
C om m on L evel. 
Rev. E. R. Dille lectured last evening in 
the Sixth-street Methodist Church on “ Our 
Best Society.” His reputation as a lecturer 
was sufficient to draw a good audience, and 
all went away satisfied with his effort, 
which was a rare intellectual treat. The 
published announcement of the subject of 
his lecture brought out a large number who 
expected a very different discourse to the 
one listened to. He started in bv saving 
God be thanked for books. He who'has 
good books has intellectual companionship, 
even though poverty should exclude him 
from what is termed the best society in the 
community in which he resides. The best 
society that any person can have is books 
printed literature, and the greatest blessing 
of the present age is the printing press. 
The first book printed in England con­ 
tained G00 pages, its publication took ten 
years and it cost a fortune. In 1700 twenty 
volumes was looked upon as an extensive 
library. The cost of a bible in those times 
was more than a man's yearly salary. To­ 
day many young men cannot afford to go 
to college, but for a dollar or two they can 
purchase the 


w orks o f t h e greatest au th o rs, 
And compel those great teachers to in­ 
struct him, deliver up the cream of their 
lives, hear them say the best tilings. For 
purposes of knowledge it is better to have 
their hooks than their personal acquaint­ 
ance. While we might be charmed with 
their conversation and brilliancy of w it; 
while their words may fall like pearls of 
wisdom from lips touched with genius, 
still their books are preferable to their 
companionship. No man is a hero to his 
own valet. 
Their books never stoop to 
our level, and often much of their beauty 
is marred by a personal acquaintance of the 
author. The speaker related several amus­ 
ing sketches illustrative of this point. A 
well-selected library of useful books is the 
provision store for the nobler part of man. 
They give us the garnered wisdom of ages, 
make us the contemporaries of every age, 
and the citizen of every country. Good 
books are immoital, like souls,’ for, like 
souls, they are 


NEVER-DYING THOUGHTS. 
It takes eighty days to make a circuit of 
the globe by the most approved methods of 
travel, while tbe student can take liis globe 
and atlas and make the trip in forty min­ 
utes. The alphabet is a ticket that admits 
to the innermost resources of thought, puts 
the poor boy who reads by the light of a 
burning knot on a level with the Duke of 
Argyle—on a perfect level with the masters 
of all time. There can be no aristocracy 
of mind, no aristocracy of soul, no monop­ 
oly of learning. The printing press has 
demolished all intellectual lines. 
A man 
can hoard his money, build a castle, wall 
it in, shut out the world from his floral 
conservatory, but if he build a temple 
of thought you have the key to it. If he 
writes a book, delivers a lecture, preaches 
a sermon, the world will claim it as its own. 
The speaker gave an interesting sketch oi 
the great authors of the past and present 
ages, of the progress in literature and print­ 
ing and a description of the early libraries. 
Thelargest library the world has everknown 
is the Imperial, of Paris, which contains 
2,000,000 volumes, 100 miles of shelving 
and over400,000 acres of printed matter. It 
would take a rapid reader over 8,000 years 
to read that collection of books. * The 
literature of to-day is falling from the 
printing presses throughout the world 
LIKE LEAVES IN AUTUMN. 
The Boston library contains 550 000 vol­ 
umes; the Congressional, 350,000: Yale 
College, upwards of 200,000. Single copies 
of books now published, if put together, 
would girdle the ear "u at the equator. Of 
the books that are being published to-day, 
99 per cent, are worthless. The questio’n 
is, 
not 
what 
we 
shall 
read, 
but 
what shall we 
not 
read. 
There is 
nothing gained by promiscuous and hasty 
reading. When you bear an individual 
boasting of his extensive and wide range 
of reading you can put him down to be 
like the river Platte—all width and no 
depth. Reading without reflection is like 
the eating of a glutton. 
A great reader 
does not make a great mind, reading is 
only good as we work it up iuto mental 
tiber. Novel reading was injurious, hut 
the only kind of literature some individ­ 
uals care for.

MORE CONCERNING 
PRITCHARD. 


W ho is C. M. H u rliiu t, th e S a c ra m e n to 
D etectiv e ? 
The following dispatch received from 
San Diego yesterday gives further particu­ 
lars concerning the arrest and escape of the 
hayfork sw indler: "The L'niun is in re­ 
ceipt of a letter from the notorious Ben F. 
I’ritchard, swindler and bigamist, whose 
operations have extended 
front 
Yuba 
county to Sau Diego, and bid fair to be 
continued in Mexico. 
The letter bears 
data of August IStb, but was mailed in 
this city two days later. I’ritchard gives 
an account of his alleged dealings with C. 
S'. Hurlbut, the Sacramento official who 
came down here after him, and John 
J. Alien, of 
the

Alien,

& 
McDonald, 
of 
this 
citv. 
In 
his 
letter 
Pritchard 
tells his side of the story, and prefers a very 
flimsy charge of blackmail against the two 
Dartieo named, particularly against Hurl- 
but, who, Pritchard says, accepted $1,500 
and agreed to dismiss ail proceedings in 
three stated Colusa county cas*. I’ritch- 
a:d studiously avoids stating anything in 
his letter explanatory of his sudden depart­ 
ure for Mexico. Pritchard and Alien lmd 
been acquainted (or some time, and after 
the former came to this city their acquaint­ 
ance grew, although it came far from being 
intimate. Allen is a Grand Army man, 
so is Pritchard, and they are also Masons. 
A week ago last Friday Detective Hurlbut. 
of Sacramento, arrested Pritchard on three 
charges of embezzlement, preferred by J. 
M. Cleary, Janies Gibson and R. Hustecl, of 
Colusa county. Hurlbut came down with 
instructions to either arrest Pritchard and 
lake him to Colusa county for trial, o rto 
accept $500 cash for each charge, in which 
case all criminal proceedings would be dis­ 
missed. Hurlbut, acting under his instruc­ 
tions, arrested Pritchard on the day men­ 
tioned. when the latter immediately com­ 
menced to raise the $1,500 necessary. After 
fruitless endeavors to raise the necessary 
amount (rom several different persons and 
concerns, among which 
was the Con­ 
solidated National Bank, Pritchard went 
to Mr. Allen, and, on the strength of their 
old acquaintance, asked him to advance 
$1,500, offering as security a deed to eight 
lots in Pritchard's villa addition to National 
City. Tli< se lots Pritchard valued at $0,000. 
Pritchard has no title to the property, 
and the deed is a forgery. Allen says he 
will bring Pritchard to justice if he waits 
for him for the next live years. His extra­ 
dition will he asked from the Mexican 
Government."
